How it llains in Hawaii.

—Delicious Cucumber Preserves.— 


Gather young cucumbers, about tho 
length of your middle finger, and lay 
in strong brino ono week ; wash and 
soak them a day and night in fair 
water, changing this four times. Wipe, 
and with a small knife slit thorn down 
ono side; dig out the seeds, stuIT with 
a^ mixture of chopped 
raisins 
and 


citron, sew up the slit with a line 
thread ; weigh them and make a sirup, 
allowing a pound of sugar to a pound 
of cucumber, and one pint of water 
Heat to a boil, skim, and drop in the 
fruit -, simmer half an hour; take out 
and spread upon a dish in tho sun 
while you boil down tho sirup with n 
few slices of ginger root added. When 
thick put in the cucumbers a»-aui, sim- 
mer live minutes, and put up° in glass 
jars, tying them up when cold. 


Tho Modern Cook. 


What are some of tho thino-s that ev- 


ery cook who prepares a meal for any 
larmly ought to know? 
Unless the 


wliolo routine ot her work be haphazard 
aud unreliable, she should have intelli- 
gent and well defined opinions concern- 
ing the rotations of food to physical 
growth, so that sho can furnish that 
which is the best adapted to the whole 
household, fit to build up healthful and 
symmetrical bodies for the children as 
well as the mature workers in tho family 
the nutriment necessary to keep good 
the balance between supply and de- 
mand. 
Tho children should not fail to 


develop properly on account of her ig- 
norance of their needs. Tho father 
should never give out more vitality in 
his strugglo with tho world than she 
can mnko good to him as she prepares 
his daily food. 
All this implies a prac- 


tical application of tho principles taught 
in physiology and chemistry, as wellas 
a knowledge of tho kind and the qual- 
ity of nourishment stored in plants, 
(lesli, fish and fowl. 
Earth, air and sea 


furnish her with materials which she 
must understand how to prepare, so 
that it can bo transformed into bone, 
blood and muscle in such 
proportion 


that each shall have its proper devel- 
opment. 
Sho must bo both too wise 


and too humane to concoct nny dish or 
brew any drink that will induce dys- 
pepsia, headache or dullness. 


Nover until cook gives more time to 


the mastery of such studies will pook- 
ery take its proper place among", the 
sciences. These bodies of oura are ex- 
ceedingly complicated and delicate ma- 
chines, not to bo safely tampered with 
by bungling. A blacksmith can under- 
take with creator impunity to make a 
watch than an ignorant and untrained 
housekeeper to build up, 
without 


knowledge or skill, a symmetrical and 
perfectly-developed human body, And 
when the value of these bodies, not only 
as physical organisms, but as related to 
mental growth, is fully appreciated, the 
work of tho skilled cook will rank with 
that ol. other great scientists, and more 
than that, with other great philanthro- 
pists. It is not extravagant to say that 
tho progress of humanity toward true 
perfection depends largely upon this 
branch of domestic economy.

OBITUARY. 


HBV. nENBY COWLES, D. D. 


A uoblo life ended this morning, and 


rest came as n befitting orowu to years of 
earnest work. Bev. Henry Cowles, D. D., 
ia gone, he having breathed his last about 
half-past seven o'clock ttiis morning, at 
the Institution for tho Blind, whoso Su- 
perintendent, Mrs. Sarah F. Little, is his 
daughter. Tho sad event had cast its 
shadow before, and it came not without 
duo warning, his health having been poor 
since last full, his physical breaking 
down dating back to a pressure of over- 
work and to the illness and death of his 
wife, who passed away last November, at 
their home in Oberlin, O. Ijast July in 
in company with his granddaughter, he 
came to this city, intending to remain at 
least for the summer with Mrs. Little. 
Paralysis had already manifested itself, 
and he had lost the control of his lower 
limbs, nnd this progressing, ho grew 
gradually feebler in body, though retain- 
ing clearness of mind, until the end 
came. 


The deceased was born iu Norfolk, 


Oonu., April 2i, 1803, and was [therefore 
in his 79th year. His boyhood was spent 
in Oolbrook, Conn., where the family 
moved when he was very young. He wus 
prepared for college under tho tutelage 
of Rev. Ralph Emeraon, father of Prof. 
Emerson, of Beloit, and entering Yale col- 
lege graduated nt the head ot the class 
of 1826. In 1823 he was lioensod to 
preach, and in July ot the same year was 
ordained as a missionary to Ohio, then 
almost a wilderness. Horo he spent two 
years in active, earnest work, nnd then 
mounting his horgo ho rode all the way 
back to Connecticut in the saddle, and 
thoro married his first wife, Mrs. Little's 
own mother, who long since died. Buy- 
ing a covered buggy, ho took his bride 
and returned, in primitive fashion, to his 
work in Obio, Battling in Anstinborg, 
where he remained five years. 


In September 1833, ho went to Obor- 


lin, which from that timo on was his 
homo. Ho was professor in tho college 
thero for about three years, and professor 
in tho theological school for nine years. 
During a portion of this timo ho was also 
assistant editor of tho Oborlin Evangel- 
ist, and for sixteen years was its editor 
in chief, leaving tho chair shortly after 
tho beginning of tho war. 


During these years his pen had been 


busy and besides many lessor essays aud 
religions periodicals, he published two 
books, which mot with much favor, ono 
entitled, "Holiness of Christians in the 
Present Lifo," tho other "Gospel Man- 
na." 


Tho great work of his life was that of 


writing a complete commentary on the 
Old and New lestament, which has been 
published in sixteen volumes by Apple- 
ton & Co., the concluding volumes being 
just fresh from the press. In tho pro- 
face to that on Matthew and Mark, ho 
gives an insight into his own purposes 
aud work: 
"Passing uncounted tho 


years of preparatory study nud teaching 
of the scriptures, nnd pt somewhat spe- 
cial attention to the laws of just inter- 
pretation, the years of labor in preparing 
those notes for tho press began with 
August, 1863—my age being then sixty. 
From that date to the present, this work 
1ms been prosecuted with only the least 
possible 
diversion 
to 
other 


avocations, aud has included several peri- 
ods of mauy consecutive months of labor, 
with no omission of a day. In the entire 
period of more than seventeen years, 
there have boou not more than ton days 
in which sickness has compelled me to 
drop my pea. All this were scarcely 
worth tho mention, save for the occasion 
it presents aud the demand it makes for 
the expression of profonndest gratitude 
to tho Preserver of men for Jiis great 
mercy iu sparing my health nnd strength 
to complete this work. 


"Atthe point where I began, a sense of 


the vastuess of the enterprise, and of the 
great 
uncertainty 
of 
every 


human life entirely forbade tho expecta- 
tion or oven the hope of writing through 
tho entire Bible. My only thought was 
to do all I well could, beginning where 
such a work as I contemplated seemed 
t} bo most neoded,|and at < tho close of 
each successive volume, selecting for the 
next the particular book which iu view 
of all considerations seemed most impor- 
tant for mo|to treat, on the possible sup- 
position that it might bo the last." • 


As the veteran scholar thus worked 


and 
tho 
end 
began 
to 
ap- 


pear, 
he 
showed 
an 
almost 


consuming dosi re to finish the work, and 
this wish was met, his commentary being 
completed lost October, with tho excep- 
tion of one,essay on " Inspiration," which 
ho wrote after disease has fastened itself 
upon him, and tbe proof sheets of this 
were read by him while his frame was 
being racked by pain, and his heart ach- 
ing at the loss of his companion. His 
work finished, like a wearied laborer, lie 
has entered into a well-earned rest. He 
was tho only man in this land who ac- 
complished the task of writing a com- 
plete commentary on the whole Bible.
